The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
fornn the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 1,4-7, 9 and 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Dayton (U. S. Pat. No. 2,645,110). 

Re claims 1 and 9, Dayton discloses the first clutch (61), second clutch (26), first shaft 
(18) second shaft (33, 45) and the planetary mechanism (30) with a sun gear (44), 
where there is provided a first and second rotational speed (see col. 3, lines 34-47), the 
first and second torque is deemed to be inherent. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner In which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2, 3, 7, 10, 11, 15 and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Dayton. 

Claims 2, 3, 7, 8, 10, 1 1, 15 define over Dayton only in the recitation only in the specific 
connections employed. Nonetheless, to employ a specific type of connection is deemed 
to be an obvious substitution of equivalents (see MPEP 2144.06 SUBSTITUTING 
EQUIVALENTS KNoWn FOR THE SAME PURPOSE). This is also applicable to the 
subject matter of claim 17, namely the tang clutch. 
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5. Claims 8 and 16 stand objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. In Castner, Young, Geldhof et al., Ruscoe, Fields, McNairy, 
Brothman, Racenis, Conlee, Schmitter, and Swartz, note the dual clutches.
